The heavy draft uiado on our 
columus by the legisUitive reports corn- 
pols us to lay over an article on tliis 
subject until another day. But we can- 
not avoid referring briefly to the unin- 
telligible mass of conglomerate English 
that adornr-d the first column of tho 
organ of yesterday. We defy any 
_Bcholar — even ii B. A.— to make the 
article presentable to an ordinary mind. 
Axiy Chinauuxn who could not speak 
better pigeon English would deserve to 
be double-taxed on his poll; and ns for 
it.s attempt at wit — we have seen wivrso 
--but not much wor.se. The only point 
the writer atten)j)ts to mako is wliero 
he demands that the utmost care and 
deliberation should be observed in dis- 
cussing the proposition — tho very tiling 
for liot observing which wo have 
.blamed the GovernmetU. They held 
the proposition of ^Ir. Tiu'Ti'ii in tlieir 
Lands for twcntij dai/s before sending 
him a reply or making it public; and 
Avhen they did condescend to lay it l)n- 
fore the House they gave that body 
only two days in which to come to u 
decision upon it ! It lias always been 
'isUppoaod that tho Covernmenl were 
respon.sible to tin; Ifouse; but we lic- 
gan (o tliink from the action of tho 
lattor luuly on Friday that it is I'e.'^pnn- 
siblc to tho ( lovernmeiit. As to tlio 
influence of 7'/(c Cufunis/ on j>ublic 
matters we have reason to bo snii.slied j Miu donaUl 
■with it, for have wo not seen tlic gov- 
ernment abandon the ))(isiti()u it took 
at. the lust i;onerul clectinn on tlie 
"C'.\itN.\ii\ o.\ Tci-in.s or Sej)aration" 
.platform and come o\er to ours! 
Who talks of C'ai!N.\1!Von or Scjiara- 

tvon noWi No one;-- not even the I "oU ami faithfnlly th 
Siandurtl. And as for the Island niil- 
way, the prumifr "ronr.-i as gently as 
a sucking dove" whenever it is men- 
tioned. Now, as to this land (piestion 
we venture tiie pi'ediction tiiat wiihiii 
ft twelveniont ii tho House will be cull- 
ed by the Govenmiont to yield all the 
Dominion ha.s asked. We should not 
be surprised, indeed, if an c.vtra ses- 
sion of the legislature were convened 
during the coming summer to nccr'de 
to thejiropositinn wliicii the riovernuieiit 
spurns to-day, and which The ColonUt 
declares to ho reasonable and pro[ier 
"and in the highest sense favorable to 
Province. 



ThTOSDav, May Cth. 
Mr. Smitho said ho would support tlio 
second reading of tho bill. That was as 
little as could bo done, as it proposed to 
do nothing more than the terms of union 
couipcUed. It waa a question, however, 
whether it wont 'far enough. Ho had 
said on a former occasion that this was 
too vital a matter to raise party issues 
upon and tho question he hoped would be 
treated on its merits. He had listened 
with much attention to tlio remarks of tho 
attornoy.genenil ar.d agreed with much 
that had been .said. If he dlU'ored from 
him at all it was on tho point of not mak- 
inu' it abundantly plain that British Colum- 
bia is prepared to put her shoulder to tho 
•vhocl by treating with the Dominion 
Ciovermuent in a most liberal spirit, for 
the purpose of showing tluit whatever can 
bo reasonalilj- asked or fairly given in the 
way of land to help railway construction 
will bo readily conceded by tho J'rovinco. 
It ought not to bo lost sight of, that upon 
railway work being commencod and prose- 
cuted depended the futureof tho country. 
With resouroes extensive and varied but 
comparatively midovoloped British Col- 
uiabia, he said, was waiting fur the com- 
uioncenient of this groat work whicli 
every one fcU would infuse now life and 
vigor into the country and start a now 
era of progress and prosperity. (Hear, 
hear.) He did not consider tho roipiest 
of tho Dominion fiovernment, under the 
circumstances, for an e.Kcliange of win'th- 
IcaS mountain and rnck for land that they 
could put in the market and realize from, 
an unreasonable one, and ho iloulited if 
any party of gentlemen in the House 
would not Imvii done the sanio thing if 
they had occupied the place of Sir John 
uid his colleagues. He be- 
\ lieved tliar no one would dou}- that t|ie 
preaent aduiiuistratiun at Ottawa had tlio 
interesr of the Province as well as the 
Dominion at l.irge at heart, that they 
took a learned and comprehensive view of 
the railway question, and wore lending all 
their energies to tho work of carrying on 
uitu; untlortalc- 
Hch the coiifederaled Provinces 
are engaged. (Hear, hear. ) That being 
tho case wc should not forget that it 
would bo policp on our part to ntrengthcn 
thoir hands in every way possible. The 
attorney -general liad said that tho present 
Dominion riovernmont would not livo 
for ever, and if the lands now asked for 
wore given up tlie opposition party might 
couie in and I'efuse to continue railway 
work and stdl hold tho lands locked up. 
Ho {Mr. !>mithe) however, thought that 
the very fact of a jirissiblo chango of Gov- 
ernment o\ight to induce us to bo support 
theui by aiding as mucii ns po.=!sible with 
tho work that their tenure of otlice might 



bo indefniitcly prolonged. By doin^ 
otherwise, by acting illiberally and soltish 

ly, we might play into the hands of the | an outlet for their produce to the Bacilic 



nngration that would bring settlers upon 
tho land, and the Dominion and tho 
province would in a proportionate de- 
gree derive benefit from the influx of 
population so brought about. (Hear, hoar.) 
He did not blame the Government for re- 
fusing to hand tho lands of the Province 
unconditionally over to tho Dominion. 
(Hear, hoar.) He agreed with the leader 
of tho Government that tho demand 
should bo made in a more definite and 
practical shape, and then it should not be 
lightly conceded, but that such conditions 
and safeguards should bo provided as 
would conserve the interests of the Pro- 
vince in every way. What ho really wish- 
ed now was that such an expression of 
opinion should be made in the House in 
favor of doing all that is reasonable to on- 
sure railway construction that tho Do- 
minion Govornmont will see British Col- 
umbia is not the Shylock it has some- 
times been represented to bo, but is wi'- 
ling to grant concessions to moot exigou- 
cios so long as a real and honest elFort is 
being made to carry out in sjiirit tho re- 
quirements of tho terms of confetleratioii 
in regard to railway work. (Hear, hoar.) 
Ho would romarlsono thing, that although 
it was woU known that a forty-milo bolt 
along the Fraser would e.xtond for miles 
across tho forty-ninth i)arallel into the 
adjoining territory, and as, of course, wo 
could not deal with our neighbour's land, 
an area amounting to several hundred 
thousand acres would bo taken from w hat 
mider tho letter of tho ternis tho Dom- 
inion wore entitled to. He did not see 
any provision in tho act to mako good 
the deliciency any more than in ISTo 
there had been in referonce to the land 
along tho east coast o( Vancouver Island.

some lion, gentlemen wore inclined to 
magnify the value to us of tho concession 
asked. NN'ithout railway constructiou 
those lands would bo worth but little. 
He believed if the records were searched 
it Would be f.'uod that in the jiast tho 
public lands had not paid for themselves. 
If the annual co.,t of ina ntaining the land 
oUice, and the cost of survey's, etc., were 
counted it would be found that tho 
amount realized from land sales would 
scarcely balance tho account. Tho at- 
torney general had feared the locking iqj 
of tho lands by tho Dominion g(jvorn- 
mont; but he (.Mr. Suiitlie) thought tho 
interest uf the Dominion would lie in tlie 
direction of taking stejis to sot;le the 
j lands that should couio into thoir hands 
[as quickly as possible. They could do 
this to much bettor advantage than the 
province coulcL They would open a land 
ollico at once. They would have to un- 
dertake extensive surveys and make 
colonization roads, and thuj- should bo in 
a position to inaugurate a system of im- 



ocean. Tho other party who now ask 
us to help them with a grant of laud that 
they can turn to account, are willing to 
build from tho west as well as from tho 
oast, so that when the day arrives, which 
will not be far distant, that tho people who 
will then inhabit the northwest shall ra- 
alize tho need of a short cut to tho sea, 
they will not have to wait a long aeries of 
years, but will find that large-minded 
statesmen had grasped the future years 
before, and that the road they wished was 
ap]>reauhing theiu ready to carry their 
wheat to the hunger-pressed luilhona of 
Europe by way of British Columbia and 
the Pacifio* (Hear, hear and applause.) 

Mr. Mara would support the bill, but 
it did nut go far enough. Ho objected to 
thu government's course in this respect 
and also in not bringing down the most 
important bill of the session until almost 
the last day. He could not soo what ob- 
ject tho government could possibly have 
had in thus withholding such ft short bill 
and nlinost a fac simile of that of 1875. 
Tho Housa had just cause to complain of 
tho treatment of tho government. Ho con- 
sidered that with proper safeguards and 
under certain conditions tho govornmont 
ought to concede to tho reasonable de- 
mands of tho confidential agent of the 
Dominion in asking for a grant of land in 
lieu of that which was valuoloas. He 
would ask the question as to whether this 
request was made liy frioiids or enemies / 
Tho attorney-general had endeavored to 
show that thoy were friends. If he repos- 
ed confidence in tho Dominion Govern- 
ment then why bo afraid to trust them I 
The Oiq>osition of Canada had taken very 
strong grounds on the railroail (piestion, 
and in refusing this request tho loc.-d gov- 
vernment were inmmnsoly strengthening 
that opposition. Ho wished to know why 
the government did not confer in a proper 
manner with the confidential agent of the 
Dominion f Tho attornoy-general says 
that have boim asked to put .a lien 

upon all the lands of the I'ruvinco for 
j years to come. That was not the posi- 
i tion. The government had simply been 
asked to give for worthless lands those 
which Would bo available for sottlomont. 
He would therefore offer the following 
' amendment: That this House rogretsthat 
bill N o. 9 makes no provision for conced- 
ing to the Doniinion Gvvernment under 
[jroperconditions and safoguards the jiower 
asliod for of selecting outside of the -10 
mile belt lands on tho maiidand of a fair 
average value in liou of those which, on 
investigation, m;iy be found to be worth- 
less within said iiolt, and to supply the 
deficiency caused by tho international 
boundary, as this House deems it to be 
of the utmost importance that any nus- 
understanding or anything calculated to 
embarrass tho Dominion Government, or 
delay or imperil active railway construc- 
tion in this Province should bo avoided. 
As he h.ad only just soen the bill last 
night there had boon but little time to 
consider tho amendment; but he was well 
convinced that without some such 
amendment railroad construction would 
very |)03sibly bo imperiled. (No, no, from 
ministers.) Tho agent, of course, had 
been couipellod to inform the Dominion 
Government that tho Provincial Govern- 
ment had refused to comply with their 
request. The proper course for the gov- 
oruinent to havo pursued woiddhavo boon 
to give tho demand a liberal considera- 
tion at the proper time. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — What is tho pro- 
per time i 

Mr. Mara — That depends on the Do- 
minion Government. Ho wished to know 
of what use tho land would be without the 
railroad I If a portion of tho Provincial 
lands were placed in the hands of tho Do- 
minion Government it would bo to their 
interest to settle them up as rapidly as 
possible. Ho could see nothing unreason- 
able or out of the way in making the con- 
cession asked for, and he would therefore 
move the resolution which he had just 
read. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that tho amend- 
ment moved by tho senior member for 
Yale was out of order. It might be of- 
fered in committee. 

A discussion here arose on tho point of 
order in which several of the members 
took part. 

Mr. Mam contended that it was strictly

Mr. Speaker then read tlio amendment 
with a view of ascertaining whether it was 
adverse to the bill or not. He concluded 
that such was its ])urport and declared it 
out of ordeu. 

Mr. Ash said that before the question 
was put ho had ii few \vords to say on the 
bill before tho House. Ho thought no 
member would oppose it because it was 
only in fulfilment of thu terms of Confed- 
eration. Tho Dominion Government was 
abtiut to commence active construction on 
tho trans-continental milway. Force of 
sircuinstancos obliged them to select a 
line passing through a large amount of 
valueless land. Below Yale every patch 
of land will bo taken up and occupied on 
account of railway advantages; but beyond 
Yale, all the way to .Savona, or nearly, 
thu land was absolutely worthlo.ss. Until 
the cafiion of tho Fraser is pa.ssod there is 
not even land available for pasturage to 
say nothing of limds fit for cultivation. 
During the flrat season of construction the 
b.ad lands could bo eliminated and tho 
portion of the Province indicated from 
which to take tho land that might bo sub- 
stituted. I'he j)roposition seemed a most 
reasonablo one. It seemed that in 1872 
iho Dominion dovernmcnt know al)oiit 
those bad lands and then intended to sub- 
stitute fiir them an ei|ual tirea in the 
North-\vest territories. At tluit time it 
was sui)posed that the railway W(juld be 
commenced at once Canada was pros- 
porous — everything was thriving and 
money plont j'. Then came the battle ot 
the routes. Of course the road need not 
necessarily havo passed through much 
bad land, and had the Buto Inlot route 
been chosen probably this ciuieession 
wcjtild not have been asked for. It must 
bo borne in mind that all tho good land 
along thu lino of route selected for several 
hundred miles had been taken up. This 
must iiuces.sarily bo sui)plied, together 
with defieieneie.-i caused iiy the interna- 
tional boundary and coast lines. He was 
Confident that when hert!,after returns 
shall bi- called fo,' on sales of land, those 
returns would be wholly insignificant. A 
very dill'erout stato of things existed 
along the line in British Columbia than 
elsewhere. The Dominion Government 
being aware of this have thought proper 
to make this dcinaud. The under cur- 
rent of opposiliun to the railroad in this 
Province in Eastern Canada is exceed- 
ingly strong and it would certainly be in- 
creased by the course pursued by tho 
Provincial Govornmont. (A good deal of 
coughing from Government members.) 
Mr. A»\\ Continued that goutlemon might 
cough as much as they [ileased, but he 
would s.ay what liu had to say in spits of 
all thu C'Uighing that einihl be iiululged 
in. Thu Dominion Government would 
consider tho action of tho local tiuvern- 
men t a very discourtoous reply to Mr. 
Trutch's demand. (No, no, from hon. Mr. 
U'alkein). This demand bad not been 
considered. It is (july after careful exam- 
ination that the ( iovernment will bo asked 
to sup]>lj' dcticiencies; and oven then all 
the lands in the Province would not be 
locked up. (Hear, hear.) 

It being now six o'clock tlie House 
broke up somewhat disorderly, no one 
not in the confidence of the Government 
knoviing to what time it had been ad- 
journod. 

EVENIiNG SESSION. 
I'he debate was resumed at 7.30; p.m., 
I\lr. Ash said that when tho House 
took recces he was calling attention to 
the fact that the unoccupied land along 
the hue of railway from Emory Bar to 
Savona was of no value for tho purposes 
desired by the Dominion, Govcrninont. 
Tho land in Kainloops was pretty well 
taken up and further on I'li either 
side of the railway route there was an 
almost perpendicular range of moun- 
tains. It might bo said that tho Do- 
minion Governinonl was entitled to 
contiguous lands but if possible they were 
oven more valuule^s than the country in 
the immediate vicinity of the line. He 
could sec nothing unreasonablo in the 
request of the government to bo granted 
oth.er lands instead ot'Tliose which wore 
worthless. 'I'he iirovinco was bound in 
honor to give the Dominion lands of some 
real value elsewhere. The attorney gen- 
oral had asked what good could the trans- 
fer of such lands result in ! but ho would 
ask what harm could it do / Wliat dif- 
ference did it make whether the titles to 
the land were vested in the Piovinciid or 
Dominion Ooverniuent ? He held that if 
they were vested in the former (iovern- 
ment the lands would bo surveyed and 
thrown (.11 the market for actual settlo- 
menl. The order in council of tho Pro- 
vincial til ivi'runiciit would be used as a 
weapon in the hands of every public man 
opposetl to railway construction. Ho con- 
sidered also that the Dominion Gover- 
mont had heen insultingly treated when 
they had -been asked to give some guaran- 
tee for the eoiistruction of tho railway in 
the event (pf tho lands being cedeii. 
What !;uarautiM' could they give better 
than the actual application for tho lands / 
The hon. goiitleuiaii then proceeded to 
comuiont on the fact that the bill under 
discussion had not been brought down 
until almost tho hist chiy of the session, 
but a majority of the iJouae had met in 
secret conclave and had resolved to ]iass 
the measnro right or wrong. He contend- 
ed that the passage of tho bill wcudd act 
injuriously to the Province inasmuch as 
it would prevent settlement. It would 
also place tho Dominion in a position of 
hostility to the province and would work 
irreparable wrong, as would bo seen in 
tho future. 

Mr. Wilson said that if the bill had 
efl'ected any alteration in the terms of 
union he wceild have contended that it 
should be suinnitteii to the people fiu' ra- 
tilicaliiiii. Put as it made no alteration 
he intended to suii])ort it. In bringing 
down the bill he conceived that the Gov- 
ornmont had only performed its duty, but 
if any error at all had been made it was 
on the side of liberality. Although the 
Dominion Government h.atl kept faith 
with the Province in tho minor matter of 
payment it had not kept faith in the more 
important matter of railway construction. 
He did not think that th.e Dominion Gov- 
ernment had any right to claim tho lands 
which had boon alienated from tho Crown 
because that alienation was altogether duo 
to the bad faith of tho Doiniiiion in the 
matter of railway construction. In tho 
Terms of Union there was no provision 
that the Govornmont should bo entitled 
to fertile lands in lieu of valueless lands 
in the railway belt, and ho could onl}' 
account for tho sudden chango in their 
demands by the supposition that a well- 
known gentleman, who had had years of 
leisure, liappoiioj to bo at Ottawa at a 
particular crisis and had applied for a 
position with roforonco to the lands of the 
Province. There could be no doubt he 
had stated that the lands outside tho rail- 
way belt scarcely paid tho ProvincialGov- 
ornmoiit for surveying, and that he could 
come out hero antl persuade tho peoido 
that it would bo better to convey tlioni to 
tho Dominion Government. Tho hon. 
centleman said that it was extremely 
strange and discourteous that tho leader 
of tho local government had not been in- 
formed, whilst at Ottawa, of tho extraor- 
dinary change in the donjands of tho Do- 



minion Government, and he had no doubt 
Mr. Trutcli also thought it a most remark- 
able circumstance. Hefailed toseethatthe 
lands convoyed to the Dominion Govern- 
ment in 1875 had been in any way im- 
proved. Had they been surveyed or had 
they attracted a single settler 1 Not one. 
Ho thought tho House should be extreme- 
ly careful in conveying lands to the Dom- 
inion unless they were well assured of the 
manner in which the lands would bo dealt 
with if ceded. The hon. gentleman then 
alluded to the raannei' in which the terms 
of Union had been framed, and contend- 
ed that one of thoir weakest points w.as 
the omission of any guarantee to the Pro- 
vince ill tho event of default. Ho alluded 
to the frequent defaults of tho Dominion, 
and said that he thoroughly approved of 
tho request for a gutnanteo in this instance 
and asserted that ho would not follow a 
government a single foot if a demand (vas 
not now made for a guarantee. 

Mr. Williams alluded to thu frequent 
disappointments since Confederation, and 
ridiculed tho idea of ceding land to the 
Doniinion Goveriimont before thoy had 
carried out tho first portion of their rail- 
way obligations. The request was pre- 
posterous. He regretted that there were 
souio gentlemen in the House who advo- 
cated Canada's case ; and the first thing 
the House would hear of would bo tho 
appointment of one or two of these gon- 
ineii to nice fat billits. Ho would give 
any of those goutlemon seven years in tho 
chain-gang U they accepted a position 
under the Dominion Go f eminent. He had 
had oiiougli of Canada, for over since tho 
Province had had anytliiiig to do with her 
ho had seen that she did not intend to do 
the fair and scpiare thing. If she was dis- 
posed to make an ellbrt to carry out hor 
bargain honorably he woidd be one of tho 
most liberal with her, but he was satisfied 
she was not so disposed. Either let her 
carry out her obligations or quit her. Ho 
had made it a rule throughout life tho 
first time a man cheated him to blauiu 
that man, but thu noxt time he eheatod 
hiiu ho blamed hiinsolf. (Laughter.) 

Tho question was then put and the mo- 
tion carried without division. 

Tho Bill was comniittod with Mr. Mo- 
Thnoyle in tho chair and passed without 
debate, and was reported complete with- 
out aiuondniunts. 

On motion of hon. Mr. Walkem the bill 
was then road a third time and passed. 

A.SSB.S.S.MKNT AMKNDMKNT ACT. 

Tho House then went into committee on 
this Act, Mr. Saul in the Chair. 

Several hon. members complained that 
tho bill in its present form had not pre- 
viously been laid before the House. 

Mr. Smitho said it contained several 
very im[)ortaiit aniendnients to tho exist- 
ing Act, and ho nskod the Minister of Fi- 
nance to oTqilain their intent on. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven said that the clauses 
spoke for themselves, and in many in- 
stances wore re enaotmoiita of previous 
Acts. 

Hon j\Ir. Walkem moved the insertion 
of tho following amendment as on addi- 
tional clause Section 9, with sub soc- 
tions 1, 2, and ;i, nf the "Assessment 
.■\ct, 187ti,'' are hereby repealed, and in 
lieu thereof the following shall ho read : 

"There shall be assessed, levied, and col- 
lected from every person and paid to Her 
Majesty, her heirs, and successors, the 
sums following, that is to say : One-half 
of ono per cent, on the assessed value of 
real estate. One-fourth of ono per cent, 
on thea.ssossod value of personal property. 
Three-quarters of one per cent, on tho 
income of every person of fifteen hundred 
dollars and over. Section 6 of an ' 'Act 
to amend the Assessmont Act, 1870," and 
the "Assessment Amendment Act, 1877," 
is hereby amended by striking out "5" 
in tho second line and inserting "6." 
Provided always, that if the above taxes 
so assessed and levied are paid on or 
before thu 30th day of Juno in each year, 
tho Collector is hereby authorized to re- 
ceive and shall receive in liou of the above 
rates, one-third of one per cent, on the 
assessed value of real estate. One-fifth 
of ono per cent, on the assessed value of 
personal property. And one-half of ono 
per cent, on tho income of every person 
over fifteen hundred dollars. And five 
cents per acre on Wild Land, as defined 
in Section (J of an "Act to amend tho As- 
se.ssment Act, 187tj," and the "Assess- 
ment .•Vmendniont .\ct, 1877," (-12 Tie. , 
chap. 3-t. ) The .Assessor is hereby au- 
thorized to amend tho form of tho roll so 
as to conform with tho above provisions." 

Mr. Mara said that instead of reducing 
the rate of interest on delinquent taxes 
the government was actually increasing it. 

Mr. Smitho took a similar view of the 
matter and plainly showed that instead of 
imposing 125 per cent, tm delinquent taxes 
tho House was now asked to impose a 
much higher rate. 

Hon Mr. Walkem said that interest 
was contiiiuoiis and accumulative, whore- 
as in tho amendnient a distinct sum was 
placed on dtdintiuent taxes and it could 
not increase. 

The amendment passed. 

Hon Mr. Walkem moved thu adoption 
of !i clause indemnifying all collectors for 
past actions in the performance of their 
duties. 

Mr. Ash predicted that the clause would 
result in the ilisallow.'inco of tho bill be- 
cause the minister of justice would at once 
see that an atteuqit had boon made to pre- 
vent any person obtaining redress in tho 
event of his being illegally dealt with. 

.'Vfter further discussion, in which Mr. 
Sinithe strongly opposed tho clause, it was 
adopted and the hill reported complete 
with aniendnients. 

I'AKTITIOX HILL. 

This bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

.■\ii Act respecting Slu.'riH's was re-com- 
mitted for several slight aniendments. 

Ill rejdy to iir. Vernon tho Attorney- 
General said that he had not yet had time 
to look into the (piestion of the constitu- 
tionality of tho bill fixing a day for tho 
nioeting of the legislature. He was strong- 
ly of opinicui, hnwover, that it was un- 
constitutional. 

Mr. Vernon said that ho failed to see 
whore its unconstitutionality came in. 

MEMBHKS' MILKAGK. 

Hon. I^fr. Walkem moved tho second 
reading of a short bill altering tho form of 
declaration to be taken by members be- 
fore drawing mileage. 

The bill provides that miloago shall bo 
allowed any moinbor who declares that he 
resides at ( ) and represents the dis- 
trict of ( ). 

The bill passed through committee, and 
was read a third tiino ;ind passed. 

rROROGATIO.V. 

Mr. Galbraith asked when it was in- 
tended to prorogue the House. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that he really 
had not spoken to the Lieut. -Governor on 
tho subject yet as he had no idea the 
business would bo so rapidlj' disposed of. 
He would inform the House to-morrow. 

Mr. Galbraith said there was a disposi- 
tion on both sides of tho Hou.se to push 
the business as far forivard as possible to- 
night as many members wanted Fridaj' 
and Saturday to themselves. 

PUBLIC IIIOUWAVS niLL. 

The -House then wont into committee 
on this bill, Mr. Abrams in the Chair. 
Mr. WilUaras moved that tho hill bo 



taken into consideration C months' hence. 

Ruled out oi order, tho House being in 
committee. 

Mr. Helgesen said ho liad been deceiv- 
ed in the bill. Instead of heing a biU to 
deal with hogs only he foiind that it was a 
municipal bill in disguise. It was an in- 
comprehensible collection of sundries. He 
would move that the committee rise. 

The motion was lost. 

Clause 2, providing for tho election of 
a board of overseers. 

On division, after tho vote had been 
Counted several times, the clause was de- 
clared lost, amidst confusion, by a vote of 
7 for and 9 against. 

Mr. Mcllinoylo said the measnro was 
one in which he had taken a great deal of 
interest, but after the adverse vote just 
recorded ho would move that the commit- 
too rise. 

Mr. Smitho said that before the vole 
was t.aken he would enter his protest 
.against the manner in which the govern- 
ment and some of their supporters had 
treated tho bill. Moiiibers of the (qjposi- 
tion who had in every way assisted tli-j 
government in the transaction of tho 
public business were entitled to more 
consideration. He was surpri.se<l that 
the provincial secretarj- Inid not been suf- 
ficiently alive to tho requiieuieiits of the 
district he represented to follow the 
course taken by his colleague ?.Ir. Mc- 
Ilmoyle. 

Hon Mr. Humphreys replied that tho 
last speaker had no right to use language 
reflecting on the vote of the House, llu 
would inform that hon gentleman that ho 
was perfectly cniupetent to deal with any 
bill that might come before the House. 
Ho also was thoroughly awaro of the re- 
quireiiioiits, not only of tho district he re- 
presented, but of tho Province at largo 
and he would never bo found occupying 
tho jjosition assumed on the floor of the 
House by tho member fur Oowichaii this 
afternoon, viz ; that of special pleader 
against the best interests of the piovinco. 

The motion was then tsarriod, 

HI1JKWALK.S IIYLAW. 

Mr. Drummoud moved the second read- 
ing of a bill providing tlial for ordering 
tho construction or alteration of any 
sidewalk or any street the [letition of one- 
half of tho owners of the laiul to he ellect- 
od by such sidewalk shall bo iieceasary. 

Mr. Ash opposed tho bill and alh'ided 
to tho improvements that have resulted 
ill tho city of Victoria under the existing 
system. 

Mr, Williams suiiported the l)ill ami 
said that he knew of many coses wherein 
the present sidewalk regulations had oper- 
atod most oppressively., 

Mr. Sinithe opposed the bill ami cou- 
tondod that if tho Council abused the 
powers thoy enjoyed the property-owners 
would take good caro that thoy did not 
hold ofUce .again. 

Mr. Galbraith supported the bill, and 
stated that he knew of poor people who 
had been compoUed to mortgage every 
thing they owned to obey ortlors of the 
Council telling them to lay sidewalks. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem spoke at some length 
and said ho approved of tho spirit as he 
believed it was only right that property 
owners should havo some say as to whether 
their properly wanted sidew.alksor not. 

Mr. Gallagher thought the bill would 
work an injustice to those p.arties who 
have already laid sidewalks. They should 
have tho money thoy have expendeil re- 
funded, 

Mr. Vuriion said the matter was |mrely 
a municipal one which should bo dealt 
with by the Council. The legislature 
might just as well bo tiskod to regulate 
tho -nanner in which tho streets should be 
graded and gravelled. It was quite iiossi- 
blo, too, that tho half of tho property 
owners wdio signed tho petition might bo 
well-to-do people and the remaining half, 
who might be poor, would bo compelled 
to comply with it in spite of their wishes. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven said that ho believed 
it was the opinion of a great many resi- 
dents of Victoria that the Legislature had 
given tho Council tho right to order new 
sidewalks to be laid; that a large number 
of property-owners had laid sidewalks in 
compliance with orders issued, and that 
they consequently felt that an injustice 
would be done to them if other property- 
owners were now allowed to escape tho re- 
quirements of tho law as previously on- 
acted. Ho would tlioroforo oppose the bill. 

Mr. Ferguson spoke in support of tho 
bill and Mr. Holgesen opposed it. 

On division tho motion was lost by a 
vote of 7 for and 9 against it. 

INDEPKNDE.SCE OF PARLIAME.VT lllLL. 

In the absence of Mr. Wilson, the in- 
troducer of this bill, several supporters 
expressed a desire to proceed with its dis- 
cussion. jNIr. Bennett, however, inform- 
ed tho House (and his statement was veri- 
fied by Mr. Pimbury) that the introdneer 
of tho measure had particularly requested 
that it should not he called on during his 
temporary .absence. 

I'he order was accordingly dropped and 
the House adjourned until 2 p.m. on Fri- 
day.

PRIVILEOE. 

Mr. Drunimond wanted to know 
whether the hill introduced by him amend- 
ing tho Municipality Act as to sidewalks 
would not como up before the House 
again to-day.

In reply to Mr. Holgesen the leader of 
tho government stated that ho had receiv- 
ed no further information from Ottawa 
with roferonco to the graving dock since 
ho last communicated with the House on 
tho subject. 

riMlLIC ACCOl NT.s. 

Mr. Wilson presented tho second re- 
port from the public accounts committee. 
Ordered printed. 

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Mr.- Vernon presented tho report of tho 
committee appointed to investigate the 
condition of the public schools. 

The clork read the report, a very 
lengthy document, and it was moved by 
Mr. Ash that it bo printed. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem would object to 
have it printed. 

Mr. Wilson said that the report was a 
most extraordinary document .md that if 
it came up for adoption ho would havo to 
object to many of its recommendations. 
As a matter of fair play and out of respect 
to the committee appointed by tho House 
ho was of opinion that it should be 
printed. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho would not 
object to the report being printed if it 
could be laid before and discussed by the 
House this session. Tho document oon- 
tflinod aoino njost extraordinary state- 



ments and Avas replete "With libellous ac- 
cusations, sufficient to aflbrd employment 
to a number of lawyers. It was fortunate 
that the House was exempted from the 
law on libels. 

Mr. Smitho contended that the reiiort 
should be printed and that the evidence 
taken before the conimitteo should ac- 
company it. The comniitteo had the 
confidence of tho House and it was duo to 
them that the report should be printed 
and bound in tho sessional papers. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys strongly objected 
to tho report being printed. The con- 
clusions arrived at by tho committee could 
not iiossibly have been based on tho ovi- 
dunco adduced. 

Mr. Ferguson said it was proper" that 
Iho report should be printed. 

The tjuestion w-aa then put and the mo- 
tion lost; — 10 for and 14 against printing 
the report. 

THK MI.^.SINO RAILWAY niSP.n-CII. 

Hon. ]\Ir. Walkem rose to a question 
of privilege. Ho wanted to know what 
had become of the evidence taken in con- 
nection with the missing dispatch. The 
paiiers had boon presentod to tho House 
l)ut could not now bo found and the 
clork of tho House said ho did not know 
where they were. 

iNIr. Ash said that ho had an interest 
in the |)a;)or3 and he also would like to 
know ho'.v it was they had so suddenly 
tlisajipearod. He would take this oppor- 
tunity of stating that there was no proper 
place in the House for tho custody of val- 
uable sessional papers. He contended 
that once tho papers woro laid before the 
House thoy bocanio accessible to members 

; of tho House who had a right to peruse 

' and copy them. 

i Hon. Mr. Walkem said that he was 
justified in a.sking w here tho papers were, 
i He understood tliat tho evidence of two 
I witnesses would be hold back in any 
j event. Ho would request Mr, Speaker 
I to put it to tho mombois of the House 
i (who were all bound on their honor) to 
I State if any of them knew what had be- 
j come of tho ovidoiico. 

; Mr. Bennett said that the evidence of 
; tw-o witnesses had been taken, but it had 
^ l.ceii deci(ied not to pay any attention t« 
, il ill framing the report, inasmuch as tho 
statements of one wore diametrically op- 
1 posite to those of the other. Tho ques- 
j tion vras merely one of voracity. What 
I one witnof a said the other contradicted and 
viro Lvr.-K. The committee, therefore, had 
ttikeii that portion of the evidence as 
worthless and had not allowed it to iii- 
j Ibience tho basis of tho report. 
^ Mr. Wilson submitted that the ovidonco 
was the property of tho House and should 
be produced. 

Mr. Harris said no blame whatever at- 
• tached to Mr. Bennett, who had acted as 
j secretary of the committee, and had mere- 
ly obeyed the behest in withholding the 
evidence from publictition. 

Mr. Abrams said tho committee had 
no desire to withhold the evidence. It 
had been regarded as valueless for the 
purposes of the report. Ho would, how- 
ever, move that it be read in order tu 
satisfy hon. members. 

Hon. j\Ir. Boaven said it was tho duty 
of i\lr. Speaker to call for its production. 

I\lr. Abrams explained that there was 
no desire to suppress the evidenco and 
he was sure when the House heard it 
retid it would decide that it did not hell) 
the solution of the question at all. 

Mr. Bennett then handed tho evidence 
to the messenger and it was road by the 
clerk. 

The evidence jirovod to i o that of Miv 
Alex. Wilson iind Mr. Alex. McL-ean. 
The former witness testified that in the 
course uf conversation between Mr. El- 
liott and Mr. McLean the former gentle- 
man had stated that he had received in- 
formation to tho eflfeot that the route of 
the ailway had been declared via the 
Chilcoaten country and that acting upon 
this iiif..rmation he (Mr. Wilson) had 
gone to the oflice of the Standard news 
paiier and informed the publisher of the 
fact tiiid advised him to apply for tho pro- 
duction of the important dispatch, which 
he believed to bo in town. 

The evidence of Mr. McLean was to tho 
eft'ect that ho had not had ftt the time 
mentioned by Mr. Wilson any conversa- 
tion with Mr. Elliott as to the route al- 
leged to be declared by the Dominion 
Government and that the statement made 
bj' Mr. Wilson was altogether incorrect. 

Mr. Ash asked what possible bearing 
tho evidence could have upon tho ques- 
tion. No doubt if Mr. Elliott had re- 
ceived tho dispatch at that pecidiar crisia 
in railw.ay matters he would hare been 
only too glad to have used it. 

ORAVINO DOCK. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem stated for the in- 
formation of tho House that a telegram 
conveyed to him the intelligence that the 
Dominion Government was daily expect- 
ing a reply from the Imperial Govorn- 
mont with reference to the Esquiinalt 
graving dock and. the del.ay had probably 
arisen from the formation of the new 
ministry in England. 

ISLAND RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved — Whereas 
this House freely concedes to tho Do- 
minion government duo credit for tho 
steps lately taken by them towards com- 
mencing construction of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway on tho mainland, and is more- 
over desirous th.at tho work should be 
actively prosecuted : 

It is, novortlielcss, of opinion that tho 
Dominion government should be re- 
spectfully informed that tho fulfilment of 
1 10 obligations assumed by them in 1874 
to immediately commence and finish the 
portion of tho main lino lying between 
Esquimau and Nanaimo should not, in 
justice to the province, be deferred be- 
yond the spring of 1881: Bo it tlioroforo 
resolved, that an humble address be pre- 
sented to his honor the liout. -governor, 
praying that he will bo pleased to com- 
municato tho views of tho House, as above 
expressed, to the Dominion government, 
iind recommend them for favorable con- 
sideration. Tho Ron. mover briefly re- 
fei red to the conditions of tho agreements 
made by the Dominion government both 
by tho original Terms of Union and by 
the Carnarvon terms. He contended that 
it was wise to remind the Dominion gov- 
ernment of their obligations as to the 
island railw.ay and said that it was gratify- 
ing to be able to state that tho govern- 
ment had recently given indirect assur- 
ances that the line would be built. He 
appealed to the House to deal with the 
motion in an unprejudiced manner and to 
sink all sectional feelings. The island 
railway would, ho hoped, in the no.ar 
future become a portion of the main line 
just as much as that portion which was 
now under contract on the Mainland. 

Mr. Smithe said that if tho resolution 
could do no good it could not do any harm. 
Something, however, of a firmer and more 
definite ntiture had been expected from 
the government. The resolution was 
wishy-washy but und^r tlio circumstan- 
ces ho did not suppose that any opposi- 
tion would bo oflfered to it. The hon. 
gentleman then referred to the railw.ay 
reservation on the Island and pointed out 
the great injury its continuance for so 
many years without railway construction 
had resulted in. He held that tho time 
had arrived when tho govornmont should 



' take steps to provide that tho valuable 
lands in tho niilway loservation should be 
no longer locked up but should be tlirown 
ojpon to settlement. Ho regretted to see 
that the leader of tho govornmant iimncd- 
iately aftor introducing tho resolution had 
thrown it down on tho table and had ab- 
sented himsolf from liia seat. Ilia con- 
duct in tho matter was conchisivo ovi- 
denco an to tho interest, or ratlior tlie 
lack of interest, ho displayed in the wel- 
fare of Yancouror Island and ho felt as- 
sured tho people would accord it tliat 
mead of n[)prociation to wliicli it was en- 
titled. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys replied in .support 
of the resolution and contended that tho 
govenimont had done all that was in tlieir 
power to secure the construction of tho 
railway on tho island. Ho regrottod that 
the governniont of tho day had neither 
received .luggostions nnr iiaaiatancc from 
niembor.s uf tne opposition in the framing 
of their mcLsurcs, all of which had been 



were sincero in their desire to pay this

nicnt. Tho government, he said, coulil 
surely never think that tho people would 
uphold thorn in ■withholding payment of 
an amount which under every considera- 
tion of justice find right was due.

were not submittod to arbitration aa ]iro- 
vided in tho terms of the contract. With 
reference to tho .supin-esseil vouchor, he 
would only say that If Dr. Ash's version 
was not correct, as was stated bv Jlr. 
Beavon, ho (Mr. 1!.) owed it to theHou.su 
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li^dit by ex[)licitly stating the particulars 
of what to all appearance was a very 
doubtful :mu1 high-handed |)ioce of busi- 
ness. He would a;,'ain ask iho govorii- 
nient to gi't their hands free to do ju.stice 
to those creditors l)y anientUng tlio clausi' 
which otherwise would render the other 
provisions of tho bill complotoly nugatory. 

Tho Bill was then read a third time and 
passed. 

Tiie House adjourned till 2 o'clock on 
Saturday.

A.STOKiA, May 5. — Fishing bo.-tta fruin 
tho various canneries on jNIonday after- 
noon, as usual issued from the slij) to- 
wards Chinouk point, a favorite spot for 
aisting nets.

This was an action brought to recover 
tho sum of §35 paid by tho plaintifl' for 
seven tickets in a proposed rafllo for a lot 
tho property of the female dofendnn.t, 
situnto on Pandora avenue. 

Tho evidence for the plaintiff showed 
that ho had acquired the tickets in ques- 
tion by being the winner at games of 
cards in which tho tickets valued S5 each 
wero tho stake, the game being divided 
amongst four persons who contributed 
each §1.25. It further appeared that 
tho money dorired firom the disposal of 
tho tickets had been paid to tho female 
defendant before her marriage; that tho 
rafllo had not yet taken jilaco, nor tho 
money returned to tho plaintiff. 

Tho name of Mr. Clements was at tho 
request of tho plaintifl's attorney struck 
out of tho plaint, and tho case continued 
against M» Clomonts, 

Mr. Thoo. Davie, who appeared for the 
defendant, stated that after tho contem- 
plation of tho rafUe, preparation for tho 
same, and sale of the tickets now in ques- 
tion and some others, it was found that 
the rafllo could not tako place; that Mrs. 
Clomonts had, with the consent of the 
holders of the tickets, disposed of tho pro- 
ceeds by defr.aying the expenses of tho 
rafllo and applying part of tho money to 
her own use. Finding that there was no 
hope of tho rafllo being completed, she 
had redeemed .several of tho tickets, and 
tho funds being now exhausted she pro- 
posed to ratify the claim of the plaintitF 
and certain otlioni holding tickets as soon 
as the lot should bo disposed of. This 
the plaintifl' was not willing to accede to 
and Mr. Davio argued tlitit hu must bo 
nonsuited on the grounds, tirstly, that the 
rafllo was illegal and tho tickets had been 
acipiired in an unlawful manner, and 
secondly, that the defendant could not bo 
made liable, it not appearing that she had 
any separate estate. 

Mr. J. P. Walls, for tho plaintilV, sub- 
mitted that the money paid for tho ticket 
could hi recovered back, tho illegal trans- 
action not having been carried out. Tlie 
learned counsel quoted several authorities 
in support of his contention and further 
contondod that a married woman might 
bo sued in respect of horsoparato engage- 
ment whether she had separate property 
or not. His Honor reserved judgment.

Sabbath. 

BE IT EN.VCTED BY THE M.VYOU 
and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as followH:- 

1. No person shall keep open un tho 
Sabbatli day for the sale of good.-i, wares 
or merchandise by wliolciale or retail, 
other than liquor by retail, any .store, 
warehouse or other place of busines.s. 

2. No person Bhall keep any saloon 
open for tlie sale of liquor by retail be- 
tween tho hours uf ten o'clock in the 
forenoon and live o'clock in the afternoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

.3. No person shall keep open any bar- 
ber shop between the hours of 10 o'clock 
in tho forenoon and five o'clock in the 
afternoon on the Sabbath day. 

4. No peraon shall keep open for the 
sale of liquor by retail any bar in any 
hotel or grocery between the houri of ten 
o'clock in tho forenoon and five o'clock 
on tho afternoon of any Sabhath day. 

.5. It shall not be lawful to discharge 
any cargo, except live stock, from any 
ship, steamer, schooner, sloop or vessel 
of any description on the Sabbath day. 

(i. It sli.all not be lawful for any per- 
son to peddle any description of goods, 
except milk, on the Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw shall bo subject to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars nor less 
than five dollnr.s. 

Every penalty iinpoaod by this bylaw 
may, together with the costs of convic- 
tion, bo recovered in a sumniai-y manner 
before tho Polico MaRistrate of tho City 
of Victoria or any Justice of tho Peaco 
having jurisdiction within tho limits of 
the City of Victoria, and may be levied 
by distress and sale of the goods and 
chatties of the offender, and in default of 
payment of such penalty and costs, then 
by imprisonment of such otlcndorfor any 
term not exceeding ono calendar month 
in one of Her Majesty's gaols. 

This bylaw may be cited as the Sabbath 
Opsorvanco Bylaw, ISSO.
